State Wins Important Point 
When Judge Rules State- 
ments Are Admissible as 


Evidence. 


SPECIAL AGENT TELLS 
OF DECLARATIONS 


Percy Fitzgerald Says Offi- 
cers Promised to Work 
for Clemency ir He Made 
“Clean Breast.” 


An important point was won by 
the prosecution today when Circuit 
Judge Mudge ruled at Edwardsville 
that statements made to police au- 


thorities by six defendants on trial 
in the August Luer kidnaping case 
are admissible against them as evi- 
dence. 2 

After a hearing which began yes- 

rday with the jury excluded from 

e courtroom, Judge Mudge decid- 
ed that the statement of each de- 
fendant might be admitted in so 
far as it touched his or her par- 
ticipation in the kidnaping of Luer, 
T7-year-old Alton bank president 
and meat packer. 

Such statements as affect the al- 
leged participation of the other de- 
fendants will not be admitted in 
evidence, the Court ruled, but add- 
ed that any statements of guilt 
made by defendants in conversation 
in the presence of policemen, would 

admitted if properly established. 
Victory for State. 

The Court’s ruling was regarded 
by the State as a complete victory 
on the disputed poimt, since each of 
the defendants made a statement 
of participation in the kidnaping. 
The State expected ao supplement 
excluded portions of statements 
with reasonable fullness by intro- 
ducing the testimony of policemen 
who heard various of the defend- 
ants discussing among themselves 
their parts in the abduction. 

The statements of each defend- 
ant,on the basis of which the State 
intends to demand the death pen- 
alty are summarized briefly as fol- 
lows: / 

Percy Michael Fitzgerald, St. 

Louls ex-convict, that he was one 
of the kidnapers. 
Randol Eugene Norvell, former 
partner in the Mounds Club gam- 
bling house, that he drove the 
kidnapers’ car. 

Mike Musiala, that he fur- 
nished the hideout on his farm 
near Eagle Park where Luer was 
held five days in an unsuccessful 
effort to collect $100,000 ransom. 

Christ Nicola Gitcho, that he 
furnished the kidnapers a hideout 
ina fire-ruined building in Madison 
where Luer was held for an hour 
and a half before removal to the 


Sirs. Lilian Chessen, that she 
pointed out Luer as a likely kid- 
naping victim. 

Charles Chessen, her husband, 
that he showed Norvell a house 
in Alton in front of which the 
kidnapers were to throw a ran- 
som note.

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INJURED MAIL FLYER 
IN SWAMP 60 HOURS 


Pilot Found Beside His Plane 
in Michigan Far Off 


His Course. 
By the Associated Press. 
JACKSON, Mich., Sept. 19.—A 60- 
hour search for Harold L. Neff, 25- 
year-old mail pilot who lay all that 
time beside his wrecked plane in a 
swamp, was at an end today, with 
the flyer recovering from a broken 
leg, a broken arm, exposure-.and 
hunger, in a hospital here. 
Neff, who dropped from. 


sight 


ing the Toledo airport for Cleve- 
land, was found last night by three 
boys in the swamp, 11 miles east of 
here. Brought to a hospital, he 
received the first food and water 
he had taken since his plane crashed 
about 4 o’clock Saturday morning. 
He took off from a Chicago air- 
port Friday night in a single-motor 
plane when the regular passenger 
flight was canceled by the United 
Air Lines because of bad weather. 
Refueling at Toledo, Neff took 
off about 2 a. m. Saturday, flying 
eastward in fog and a strong north 
wind. The wind, he said, apparent- 
ly threw. him far off his course. 
From his hospital bed here, Neff 
today told of the crash. 
“T left Toledo about 2 o’clock Sat- 
urday morning,” he said. “I went up 
about 400 or 500 feet to be sure I 
was clear of planes coming west. I 
started southeast and when I 
thought I was clear of those coming 
west, I turned to what I thought 
was east, toward Cleveland. 
“Then I picked up the southwest 
range of the Cleveland station, but 
pretty soon the radio signals were 
not jibing and I knew something 
was wrong, but about the time I 
could reach Cleveland I saw a lake 
and beacon which I thought was 
Chippewa. 
“When I saw this beacon I start- 
ed to come down, thinking I was 
on familiar ground. I was too low 
to drop a flare or jump. Suddenly 
I clipped a tree and came down. I 
climbed out of my ship and dragged 
out my parachute to lie on. 
“My arm and leg pained pretty 
badly, but I wasn’t alarmed because 
I thought I was near Chippewa, and 
someone would pick me up in a lit- 
tle while. After a few hours, though, 
I knew something was wrong and 
started yelling for help. ; 
“It seemed as though I was yell- 
ing for help incessantly while I was 
lying there.. I never saw any signs 
of life, but occasionally thought I 
could see somebody walking nearby, 
or I would hear dogs bark and oth- 
er noises. I even tore some fabric 
off the plane and made a mega- 
phone so I could yell louder. 
“A couple of times I saw a plane 
pass right over me, but it was so 
high they couldn’t see me. 
“I was surprised when they told 
me where I was. The only reason 
I can account for being.so far away 
is that there must have been a 
strong wind blowing to,the north, 
which hadn’t been reported. 
“I must have slept part of the 
time I was out there, because I 
would try to go to sleep and when 
[I would come to my senses again 
things wauld seem different. Maybe 
it would a little darker or a 
little lighter than the last time I 
remembered.”

AND HER LAWYERS 
TO GET $90,000 


Court Approves Contract of 
Settlement Whereby She 
Relinquishes All Claim on 
Husband’s Estate. 


REAL ESTATE IS LEFT 
IN HANDS OF COUSINS 


Property Valued at $600,- 
000 to Be Administered 
by Two Women Repre- 
senting 30 Relatives. 


A contract of settlement, whereby 
Mrs. Grace Carolyn Thomasson will 
receive $50,000 for herself and her 
attorneys and will relinquish all 
claims against the estate of her 
elderly husband, Hugh W. Thom- 
asson, was approved today by Pro- 
bate Judge Holtcamp. 

Settlement of Mrs. Thomasson’s 
claims leaves the entire estate, con- 
sisting of real estate valued in ex- 
cess of $600,000, in the hands of two 
second cousins, Mrs. Ella F. Bolles 
and Miss Elmira Townsend, admin- 
istrators representing more than 30 
distant relatives of Thomasson. 

The administrators stated in the 
contract that they arranged the set- 
tlement after realizing that it would 
be necessary to expend $50,000 or 
more in disposing of 19 pending law- 
suits representing Mrs. Thomasson’s 
interests. The suits are to be dis- 
missed, according to the contract. 

Arrangement for Paying. 

Mrs. Thomasson and her attor- 
neys, the firm of Eagleton, Hen- 
wood and Waechter, are to receive 
$30,000 as soon as funds are avail- 
able to the administrators and $20,- 
000 more is to be paid to the law 
firm in six quarterly installments 
of $3000 and one of $2000, without 
interest. 

Leases, deeds of trust and other 
documents drawn up after Thomas- 
son’s marriage in 1930 are to be sur- 
rendered to the estate, along with 
exhibits used in the 90-day hearing 
on Thomasson’s sanity last year. In 
freeing Thomasson’s real estate of 
claims, the contract excepts a house 
at 56 Broadview drive, Clayton, 
which Thomasson bought for his 
wife. Because of encumbrances on 
the property, the administrators 
have never claimed it for the estate. 

Thomasson Left No Will. 

Settlement of Mrs. Thomasson’s 

claims leaves the estate for dispo- 
sition to collateral heirs, as Thom- 
asson left no will. Various notes 
obtained by lawyers who had part 
in the Thomasson affairs in 1930 
and 1931 are still outstanding. 
Thomasson’s property consisted 
chiefly of two parcels of business 
property, on the southwest corner 
of Broadway and Washington ave- 
nue and the northwest corner of 
Euclid and McPherson avenues. He 
died at Little Rock, Ark., last Janu- 
ary. 
With a 44 years’ disparity between 
Thomasson’s age and that of his 
wife, their two and a half ‘years of 
marreid life were marked by con- 
stant litigation over his. property. 
Various attempts’ were made to 
have Thomasson declared incompe- 
tent and the marriage annulled. 
Three different marriage ceremo- 
nies were performed, the last a few 
days before Thomasson’s death. Rel- 
atives had won their first.conten- 
tion—that Thomasson was a resi- 
dent of St. Louis and mentally in- 
capable of changing his residence— 
and were preparing to have a guard- 
ian appointed for him when he died 
of heart disease.

Total for Federal Reserve 
District Is $26,607,528 
Since President Issued 


Order Last March. — 


REPORTS FILED 
BY 50 HOLDERS 


Period for Persons Having 
$100 or More to File 
Statements With U. S. 
Ended Yesterday.

The Federal Reserve Bank of St. 
Louis has received $26,607,528 in 
gold or gold certificates to be ex- 
changed for other currency since 
President Roosevelt issued his first 
executive order last March directed 
against gold holding. St. Louisans 
have turned in $13,367,978 of that 
total and the rest has come 
from other points in the Eighth 
Federal Reserve District. 

William McChesney Martin, gov- 
ernor of the bank, today said there 
has been a steady influx of gold 
and gold certificates and that this 
has been accelerated somewhat re- 
cently by the new presidential or- 
der which required all who hold 
more than $100 of gold coin, bullion 
or certificates to file ‘reports of 
their holdings with the Collectors 
of Internal Revenue by yesterday. 

Fifty St. Louisans had filed such 
reports by today and others ob- 
tained permission to file reports 
later because they were not fully 
conversant with the requirements. 
Collector Becker said, however, he 
did not expect the final total of re- 
ports would be more than 75. No 
information was available on how 
much gold was held by the 50 who 
filed reports. 

Among them were 12 individuals, 
most of them collectors of gold 
coins or art ware, eight buyers of 
old gold and 30 jewelers or dental 
supply houses. Others who inquired 
about the procedure left saying that 
rather than make reports they 
would turn their gold back to the 
Federal Reserve Bank in exchange 
for currency. 

Gold used in the arts and indus- 
try or in the form of old coins 
which have special value is exempt 
from the presidential order that no 
one may have more than $100 of 
gold: Those who have gold which 
comes within the terms of the order 
are required to give it up within 15 
days after filing reports. 

President Roosevelt’s original or- 
der was that all gold be turned 
back to the Federal Reserve 
banks by May 1. Within that pe- 
riod the Federal Reserve Bank 
here received $19,666,000 of gold, 
$8,969,767 of it from St. Louis. 

Those who are now exchanging 
gold pieces for currency receive cur- 
rency of equal face value, but be- 
cause the price of gold has ad- 
vanced, get 34.6 per cent less for 
the metal than they might obtain 
if permitted to sell it to industry. 
Before the country left the gold 
standard the price of gold was main- 
tained at the statutory level of 
$20.67 an ounce. Today’s quotation 
for newly mined gold, which may be 
sold for industrial uses, was $31.64. 

Penalties up to 10 years in prison 
and fines up to $10,000 are provided 
for violation of the presidential gold 
orders. 

One of those who filed reports 
yesterday was a woman who said 
she had been a collector of old gold 
for many years. She had distributed 
her collection, she said, among her 
eight children. Another was a 
woman, 83 years old, who told an 
employe of the collector’s office she 
had nothing in the world except her 
gold. 

An elderly woman, obviously nerv- 
ous, decided not to make a report 
and offered $140 in gold certificates 
to a clerk in the office. He direct- 
ed her to the Federal Reserve 
Bank. 


U. S. Officials Planning New Drive 
to Bring in Gold.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 19.—The 
three weeks which the Government 
gave gold holders to file returns 
showing the amounts they hold, ex- 
pired last night with officials as- 
serting they were ready for a fresh 
drive to bring in asizeable portion 
of the $500,000,000 worth of the 
metal still out. 

Of this amount, the Government 
knew before scrutinizing the re- 
turns, where exactly $1,313,500 was 
being held, as well as the names of 
the 320 individuals owning it. The 
whereabouts of the preponderant 
balance, however, were unknown. 

Under President Roosevelt’s ex- 
ecutive order of Aug. 18, all unli- 
censed persons holding gold bul- 
lion, gold coin or gold certificates 
in excess of $100 were required to 
make the returns. They were giv- 
en until Oct. 2 to divest themselves 
of their holdings. 

The $100 maximum amount which 
anyone may hold legally is proving

SLAIN ON STREET | 
IN DISPUTE OVER 
ANUTHER'S WIFE 


Man Shot Dead at Branson, 
Mo., and Husband of 
Woman Is Arrested as the 
Assailant. 


By the Associated Press. 

SPRINGFIELD, Mo., Sept. 19.— 
R. A. Keaton, 35 years old, Spring- 
field meat salesman,’ was shot this 
morning on the main street of 
Branson, and died about two hours 
later with his head in the arms of 
the blond woman whose husband 
had been seen to kill him. 

Shelby Thomas, 35, of Branson, 
was arrested immediately and taken 
to the county jail at Forsyth. Pros- 
ecuting Attorney Joe Giddeon said 
first degree murder charges prob- 
ably would be filed against Thomas. 

Witnesses declared that Keaton 
was crossing the street when 
Thomas called to him and charged 
him not only with stealing his wifg, 
but his children, and then fired. 

Keaton fell to the street and told 
a Deputy Sheriff: “Go get Sue 
Thomas. She’s in No. 1 cabin, Shady 
Dell Camp.” 

Mrs. Thomas, Shelby Thomas’ 
wife, and her children were found 
at the camp. She rushed to Kea- 
ton, who had been taken to a doc- 
tor’s office. She held his head in 
her lap, witnesses said. When he 
was removed to an ambulance to 
be taken to Springfield, she got in 
to accompany him, but he died be- 
fore the ambulance pulled away 
from the curb. 

Immediately after Keaton died 
this morning, Mrs. Thomas and 
three of her four children drove 
Keaton’s car to Springfield to see 
his wife at the Keaton home. Weep- 
ing, she told his wife about it. 
Often Mrs. Keaton patted Mrs. 
Thomas on the head and told her 


not to cry. 
Mrs. Thomas said she had stayed 
with Mr. and Mrs. Keaton in 


Springfield over the week-end try- 
ing to sell her car. She and her 
husband had been separated since 
June, she said. 

Branson residents said _ that 
Keaton and Mrs. Thomas had been 
seen together frequently this sym- 
mer, and that on one occasion, 
Thomas and another woman had 
accompanied them. 

Keaton and Mrs. Thomas were al- 
leged to have gone to the school 
yesterday and got Thomas’ chil- 
dren out of school, 


GERMAN GIRLS WHO APPEAR 
WITH JEWS TO. BE SPANKED 


Plan Announced by Propaganda 
Minister in Anti-Jewish Speech 
Before Mass Meeting.

The orders, each signed by 
Acting Secretary of the Trea- 
sury Acheson, sajd “after due 
investigation” it had been found 
imports of the articles in ques- 
tion were likely to injure the 
domestic industry and “likely 
to be sold in the United States 
at less than their fair value.” 

The anti-dumping order does 
not bar importations. The Cus- 
toms Bureau, however, is au- 
thorized to assess import duties 
upon these articles sufficient to 
increase their price to what is 
considered a fair value. 


ST. LOUIS BANKER’S ADVICE 
TO BANKS ON MAKING LOANS 


WwW. W. Smith, After Advisory 
Council Meeting, Insists on 
Rediscount Eligibility.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 19.—After 
a meeting of the Federal Reserve 


advisory council, its chairman, 
Walter W. Smith, issued a state- 
ment today on bank loans. The 
meeting was the quarterly session 
of the council, falling this time in 
a period in which President Roose- 
velt is seeking to expand bank 
credit for the purpose of financing 
industrial activities under the NRA. 

Smith, president of the First Na- 
tional Bank in St. Louis, said: 

“Banks are being unfairly and 
widely criticized on the presump- 
tion that they are refusing to make 
loans. Banks can only make ex- 
penses and profits, by lending 
money and most banks have a sub- 
stantial amount of unused funds. 

“It should be remembered that 
the money to be loaned is the prop- 
erty of depositors. However, banks 
must be in a position to meet the 
demands of their depositors from 
time to time. Therefore, they 
should not make loans that either 
can not be collected within a rea- 
sonable time or are not eligible for 
rediscount at Federal Reserve 
banks.”

PLANE HUNTING 
MILLIONAIRE LOST 
ON CANOE TRI 


14 Boats Used Also in 
Search for H. H. Bigelow, 
St. Paul, Mrs. Mather and 
Guide.

ELY, Minn., Sept. 19.—Search 
continued today for evidence which 
might disclose the fate of Herbert 
H. Bigelow, millionaire St. Paul 
manufacturer, and two others 
thought to have drowned in a 
stormy lake bisected by the Cana- 
dian border 25 miles north of here. 

An overturned canoe and reports 
of ‘hearing a woman’s scréam are 
the only clews ‘to the disappearance 
of the manufacturer, Mrs. Ralph 
Mather, wife of a salesman for his 
advertising specialty firm, and How- 
ard Schaeffer, a guide. The canoe 
was found by campers Saturday 
night. 

The searching party includes 
Charles Ward, vice-president of 


Bigelow’s firm, and the husband of 
the missing woman, who joined the 
party when he learned of the mis- 
hap. 

W. P. Wenstrom, officer of an 
outfitting company, said that Mrs. 
Mather and Bigelow left here Sept. 
8 with the guide on a canoe trip 
int othe Canadian wilderness. 

Report of hearing a woman 
scream was given to woodsmen by 
fishermen on Basswood Lake who 
said they heard the scream while 
the lake was turbulent and dan- 
gerous. The searching party is 
employing an airplane and 14 
boats. 

Bigelow’s wife was killed in an 
automobile accident several weeks 
ago. 
~ Bigelow, head of a St. Paul spe- 
cvialty printing firm, pleaded 
guilty in 1924 to charges of de- 
frauding the Government of income 
taxes. Fines totaling $40,000 and 
$148,000 in taxes due were paid by 
Bigelow and two associated in 
Brown & Bigelow, and Bigelow 
was sentenced to two years in 
prison. 

When Bigelow entered Leaven- 
worth penitentiary he was assigned 
as assistant to the prison electri- 
cian, a convict. He had had some 
experience in practical electricity, 
and his prison service was effici- 
ent. In addition to helping in re- 
pairs at the prison proper, he 
worked.on a telephone and lighting 
system at the prison farm. 

Bigelow will be remembered by 
hundreds of Federal prisoners, past 
and present, as the “Santa Claus” 
at Leavenworth at Christmas, 
1924. He ordered 800 boxes of can- 
dy, each containing two and a half 
pounds of choicest chocolates, agd 
distributed them to convicts who 
otherwise would have gone unre- 
membered.

FEARS INFLATION 
MAY BE RESULT? 


Result, Economists Hold, 
Might Be Creation of 


Defeat of Purpose of 
Whole Movement. 


(Copyright, 1933.)- 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 19—A 
warning, based upon an economics 
analysis, that the entire NRA pro- 


gram will be risking defeat if a 
policy of price-fixing is adopted, was 
prepared to day for Hugh S. John- 
son, administrator, by experts of 
the research and planning division. 
The aggressive attitude of the 
economists who were brought into 
the NRA movement to survey its 
progress and analyze future trends, 
promised to bring the entire price- 
fixing issue to a climax within the 
next 10 days. 

With price-fixing permitted under 
the oil code, But not yet fully exer- 
cised; with price maintenance also 
provided in both the lumber and 
coal codes, the issue was raised 
with increasing force in the pres- 
ent negotiations for a retail sales 
code. 

Although Johnson has consistently, 
declared he opposed general price- 
fixing, if it can be avoided, he has 
approved the inclusion of provis- 
ions prohibiting sales below cost or 
fair market value. 

Under the proposed retail code, 
which has divided retailers, econo- 
mists and the NRA staff, it is pro- 
posed to prohibit sales of goods at 
less than wholesale cost plus 10 per 
cent. Some exceptions are provided, 
The research and planning divi- 
sion, which was designed to give 
Johnson the benefit of experts in 
the economic field, declares in its 
report that price-fixing may destroy 


NRA, 

The report holds: 
The chief volume of business in 
the country is done in the retail 
field, where prosperity begins and 
ends. 

If prices are fixed, or if code pro- 
visions permit the frequent upwards 
fixing of prices while not permit- 
ting downward adjustments to meet 
diminution of purchasing power, 
only decrease of sales volume or in- 
definite inflation can result. 

First, if prices are fixed and pur- 
chasing power lags, there is no way, 
for the merchant to save himself, 
since he would have to continue te 
hold surplus stocks. 

Second, in such a case the Gov- 
ernment could resort to progressive 
currency inflation 


ing purchasing power, but would 
cause a continued increase in prices. 
In either case, the economists 
hold, there is danger that purchas- 
ing power will lag. This, in turn, 
would create more unemployment 
at a time when the NRA is seeking 
to put millions back to work and

The company agreed to recognize 
the union as the chosen representa- 
tive of the members for collective 
bargaining.

The settlement with the Ely &

Within a few minutes, 
the law firm investigator, who had 
parked his own automobile on 
Clark avenue, entered the yard and 
went to Orr’s machine.

CREDIT FOR FLIGHT 


Round-the-World Flyer in 
St. Louis Talk Says He 
Was Really ‘‘Just a Pas- 


senger.” 


Wiley Post, round-the-world flyer, 
was the guest of St. Louis today. 

Flying his white monoplane, Win- 
nie Mae, which twice took him 
around the globe, the 34-year-old 
Oklahoma airman arrived at Lam- 
bert-St: Louis Field shortly before 
noon from Detroit. A second plane, 
piloted by Harley Lake, representa- 
tive of an oil company sponsoring 
the tour, accompanied Post. 

A reception committee headed by 
Maj. Albert Bond Lambert greeted 
the flyer, who was cheduled to go 
from the field to City Hall to re- 
ceive the keys of the city from 
Mayor Dickmann. Because he ar- 
rived an hour later than had been 
expected, Post went direct to Hotel 
Jefferson, where he made a lunch- 
eon address as guest of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce Air Board. Mayor 
Dickmann welcomed the flyer at 
the luncheon. 

Post wore a dark business suit, 
blue shirt with dark blue tie and 
a white patch over his left eye, the 
sight of which was destroyed in an 
oil field accident. 

“Just a Bad Dream.” 

Speaking in the soft drawl] of the 
Southwest, he explained he had so 
many experiences on his last round- 
the-world trip that he had forgotten 
nine-tenths of them. 

“It was just a bad dream,” he 
said, and then launched into a de- 
scription of modern flying instru- 
ments, which he said made his feat 
possible. The two most important, 
he related, were an automatic pilot, 
which flew the “Winnie Mae” more 
efficiently than he could himself, 
and a radio compass. 

“With the automatic pilot in a 
ship all the human pilot has to do 
is get the plane off the ground, 
head it in the right direction and 
which turns. the 
craft over to the automatic pilot,” 
he said. “The apparatus makes ad- 
justments in errors of direction 
much better than you and I could 
do, and the pilot is really just a 
passenger. 

“The radio compass, developed by 
the United States Army, enables 
an aviator to fly right up to the 
radio station at the town he is seek- 
ing. I used my radio compass for 
the greater part of the trip over the 
Atlantic Ocean, picking up the di- 
rectional tone 1600 miles west of 


Reason for Berlin Delay. 

At Berlin, the flyer explained, he 
wanted to have his ship refueled 
and be on his way again. “I 
thought it would take about 20 min- 
utes,” he related. “Instead it re- 
quired more than three hours. I 
do not speak German and was rely- 
ing on sign language, and I guess 
I talked too much with my hands.” 

On his way from Moscow to 
Novosibirsk, Siberia, Post became 
lost and landed at an emergency 
field near the trans-Siberian ‘Rail- 
road to ask his way of two peas- 
ants. 

“Novosibirsk?” I asked. “Both 
peasants nodded that they under- 
stood what I wanted, but one point-t 
ed up the track and the other 
down. I finally decided the ques- 
tion myself and got there.”

An ordinance to assure taxation 
as personal property of all auto- 
mobiles licensed in the city is un- 


Coale. He has taken it up with 
the city jaw department, with a 
view to having the hill introduced 
at the regular session of the Board 
of Aldermen, starting next month. 

Such an ordinance would result 
in increasing the tax revenue for 
the city, State and schools by more 
than $300,000, Coale thinks. He 
estimates that 50,000 or 60,000 au- 
tomobiles owned in St. Louis have 


not been shown on personal prop- 
erty returns for taxation. For 
years it has been observed that 
the number of cars taxed here has 
been considerably fewer than the 
number licensed, 

The average valuafion of auto- 
mobiles for taxation is $225, Coale 
gaid. At this valuation the tax 
for municipal purposes alone would 
be $142,875 on 50,000 automobiles, 

Coale’s idea is to require proof 
that a tax return on an automobile 
has been made to the Assessor be- 
fore issuance of a city license by 
the License Collector. For a new 
car this would be done by a certifi- 
cate from the Assessor, while for 
an old car the personal tax receipt 
for the last year would be required. 

For Check on Licenses. 

If it should be held this plan is 
not legal or feasible, Coale proposes 
that the License Collector shall give 
the Assessor a duplicate record of 
all automobile licenses issued. The 
Assessor then will assume that the 
person to whom a license was is- 
sued owns the car in the next tax- 
able period, and tax him according- 
ly, if he faids to make a return. 


over the decline in the volume of 
personal property returns for taxa- 
tion. The peak was reached with a 
valuation of $170,675,900 as of June 
1, 1928, for 1929 taxes. In the sub- 
sequent, or depression years, there 
has been a steady decline in vol- 
ume, The valuation as of June 1, 
1932, for this year’s taxes, is $87,-

been in the report of money, notes 
and bonds on hand. During the in- 
terval pipes and certain other prop- 
erty of the Laclede Gas Light Co.

Present Laws and Practice. 


Coale has found an old law, 
which has not been invoked, au- 
thorizing prosecution and fine for 
failure to make a tax return on 
personal property. He does not de- 
sire to resort to this law, but calls 
attention to it in his effort to make 
a thorough assessment. Most citi- 
zens will be surprised to learn there 
is such a law, he thinks. This stat- 
ute makes it a misdemeanor not 
to make a return after being 
served with a blank by the Asses- 
sor. The penalty on conviction is a. 
fine of $10 to $1000. 

It has been the practice for years 
to follow another law, in the case 
of failure to make a return. This 
authorizes the Assessor to make an 
arbitrary assessment, based on 
what he thinks a persen owns, then 
_ double it. However, the experience 
| has been that many persons so as- 
| Sessed ignore their tax bills. Still 

another law provides that in case 
| of a fraudulent or incomplete re- 
_ turn the city Board of Equalization 
shall make an assessment, then 
treble it, and the person making 
the return shall be liable for prose- 


cution for perjury. This has not 
been invoked.

FINDS NO EVIDENCE 


UF CRIMINALITY 
Al DETRONT BANKS 


Judge, Sitting as. One-Man 
| Grand Jury, Reports De- 
positories Were Solvent 
When Closed. 


By the Associated Presa. 

DETROIT, Sept. 19.—Efforts to 
reorganize Detroit's two closed na- 
tioual banks were being made to- 
day, following a grand jury report 
which said the banks were solvent 
when closed and no evidehce had 
been found of criminality on the 
part of officers and directors. 
Judge Harry B. Keidan, who, as 
@ one-man grand jury, conducted 
a three-month investigation into 
the causes of the closing of the two 
banks, unexpectedly terminated his 
inquiry last night and made public 
his findings. 

He gave no specific reason for 
the closing of the bank. He urged 
the Federal Government to “under- 
take to help the depositors of these 
closed institutions and the city of 
Detroit,” adding that “criminations 
and recriminations are futile. Only 
the actual aid of the Government 
will suffice to remedy the evil con- 
ditions which exist.” 

The banks are the First National 
Bank-Detroit and the Guardian 
National Bank of Commerce. 
depositors thus far have received 
+40 per cent of their accounts, with 
approximately $312, 000 000 still tied} - 
up. 

Further Inquiry Ordered. 


Judge Keidan instructed Attor- 
ney-General Patrick H. O’Brien and 
Wayne County Prosecutor Harry S. 


investigations of the holding com- 
panies that held all the stock in 
the two banks, along with other af- 
filiates, and, if illegal acts are 
found, to “prosecute vigorously the 
offenders.” 
Of the many witnesses, mostly 
bankers, who had testified since the 
inquiry was beguh on June i4, 
United States Senator James Cou- 
zens and the Rev. Charles E. 
Coughlin were among the few 
who did not blame the Treasury 
Department for the debacle and 
who did not contend the banks were 
solvent on Feb. 11, the last . busi- 
ness day before the Michigan bank- 
ing holiday. 
Couzens charged that an “orgy 
of consolidations and pyramiding of 
assets” caused the collapse of the 
banks, while the Rev, Father 
Coughlin accused the Detroit Bank- 
ers’ Co., holding conrpany for the 
First National, of “looting widows 
and orphans” through borrowings 
for affiliates on inadequate collat- 
eral. He also charged officers in 
the Detroit Bankers’ group with 
publishing false financial reports. 
View of Couzens. 
Couzens summed up his previous 
testimony with the dramatic asser- 
tion that “anybody who takes a 
month to go through the records 
(of the First National) will reach 
the sound conclusion that the bank 
is hopelessly insolvent.” 
“I don’t like to say that, but 1 
don’t want to mislead the deposi- 
tors. What's the use of fooling 
them?” 
The Senators, after reviewing his 
declarations in previous testimony, 
declared that “paramount in the 
public interest, I believe, should be 
a statute to prevent the consolida- 
tion of any banks without notice 
to the depositors, so that they 
could exert their right to change 
their depository.” He declared that 
none of the witnesses appearing 
during the investigation had ex- 
plained why the First National and 
the Guardian National should have 
collapsed, while other Detroit banks 
were able to “weather the storm.” 
The Senator said, however, that 
he knew of “no immorality” in 
transactions of the closed banks. 
The findings of Judge Keidan 
filled 28 typewritten pages. 
Of the bankers, Keidan said: “It 
is the finding of the court that inso- 
far as the facts have been made 
available to the court by the testi- 
mony of competent witnegses, the 
officers and directors of the two 
closed national banks are guilty of | 
no acts involving criminality or 
moral turpitude.” 
Of the solvency of the banks, he 
said: 
“Most powerfully am I urged to 
conclude that the

Dr. Patton, who walked out of 
the room and declined to testify 
after Judge Schramm announced 
the opening of a hearing “on the 
disgraceful proceeding at the hos- 
pital Saturday,” told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter that he “challenged” 
Judge Schramm to produce any 
evidence against him and was pre- 
pared to defend his conduct of the 
hospital at any hearing’ which 
might be instituted. a 

In addition to discussing Satur- 
day’s episode, Judge Schramm as- 
serted that before Dr.-Patton’s &p- 
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tendent Dr. Patton proposed to him was “too loyal” to Dr. Allen.

his action.

Processing Tax Criticised. 

Senator Smith -called the 4.2 
per. cent processing tax, out of 
which funds are to be obtained to 
pay farmers for plowing under cot- 
ton, “nothing more than a high tar- 
iff domestically applied.” He of- 
fered a resolution calling on Secre- 
tary of Agriculture Wallace “to im- 
mediately suspend the processing 
tax, since we believe it is being paid 
by the farmer in depressing the 
price of cotton.” It was adopted by 
a voice vote, although objection was 
raised by Representative Allgood 
(Dem.), Alabama. 

The conference agreed the tax 
should be suspended until Jan. 15 
to give the farmers the benefit of 
any increase in the price of cotton 
that might occur during the picking 
season. , 

Cotton Reduction Pledged. 

At the suggestion of Wahna- 
maker an effort will be made to 
call all branches of the agricultural 
industry and its allies to a big mass 
meeting here if the President and 
Wallace are not responsive to their 
petition. 

The resolutions addressed to 
President Roosevelt pledge support 
of a cotton acreage reduction pro- 
gram to limit production next year 
to 9,000,000 bales. In addition, they 
asked that NRA codes not apply to 
workers in gins. Other resolutions 
ask for a minimum price of 20 
cents a pound for cottoh and $30 a 
‘ton for cotton seed. 

Meanwhile, dissension broke out 
over the motion calling for the sus- 
pension of the processing tax. H. 
L. McKnight of Ruston, La., said: 
“Senator Smith, we must remem- 
ber, has more than 100 cotton mills 
in his State. The cotton mills do 
not like the processing tax. In ad- 
dition, Senator Smith was ably as- 
sisted by Robert Harriss, a New 
York cotton broker, in putting it 
over. 

“We don’t think that the process- 
ing tax resolution should have been 
brought up, because the checks are 
going out to the farmers from the 
Agriculture Department to cover 
their reduced acreage under’ the

ANCIENT MAYAN CITY 
DISCOVERED IN MEXICO 


Ruins About 1800 Years Old 
‘Found Near Railroad Sta- 
tion in Campeche. 


By the Associated Press. 

MEXICO, D. F., Sept. 19.—Dis- 
covery of an ancient Mayan city 
near the Pomuch railroad station 
in the State of Campeche was re- 
ported today by Alberto Escalona 
R., member of an acheological ex- 
pedition into Yucatan. 

He said the ruins resembled oth- 
ers found in the south of Yucatan 
and probably were more than 1800 
years old. One statue, he _ said, 


seemed to be evidence that the Tol- 
tec Indians passed through the re- 
gion about 700 years ago. 

(Knowledge of the chronology of 
early Mexican and Central Ameri- 
can cultures is far from complete, 
but it seems certain that the Mayas, 
a great race of builders, antedated 
the Toltecs. The Toltecs, alsu great 
builders, passed through Mexico 
from north and south and disap- 
peared, leaving scattered traces in 
the form of buildings and monu- 
ments.) 


Escobar reported that he had 
been able to find only 10 Indians 
in the neighborhood who admit 
even knowing that the ruins exist- 
ed.

I had the feeling that it was posi- 
tively brutal to re-réad it. In the light 
of events, the cocksure wrongness of the 
six months’ old letter was quite pathetic.

The current issue has just come. How 
I enjoyed it! I fairly itch to review it 
at length in order to explode economic 
heresies that are seen with increasing 
frequency in such papers as the 
Post-Dispatch. The letter feels strongly 
that some things really do need to be 
better understood.

The administrative and price-fixing provisions of 
the code are quite as revolutionary as those which 
deal with labor. The industry is separated into five 
major divisions. Each division is to be governed by 
a code board consisting of operators’ representatives 
plus an appointee of the President. Over all will rule 
the National Bituminous Coal Industrial Board, which 
will include in fits membership representatives chosen 
by the operators from the divisional code boards and 
the five code board members appointed by the Pres- 
ident. An amendment inserted by the President per- 
mits him to name other members, or éven to enlarge 
the board to 17. Trade associations composed of coal 
operators are to set up marketing agencies which 
will fix prices. Sale below these prices will constitute 
unfair competition in violation of the code. 

But this does not mean a grant of unlimited mo 
nopoly power. For the prices fixed by such agencies 
must be approved by the presidential member of the 
code authority and are subject to further review by 
the National Recovery Administrator. The Govern- 
ment is given the power to require reports and in- 
spect books and records. It will thus be in a position 
effectively to safeguard the consumer interest. No 
advance in price can be made without its permission. 
The code was not promulgated by the President. | 
Its adoption was “voluntary.” But it is not the code 
which the industry would have written for itself. It 
is the administration’s code. Powerful groups of op- 
erators bitterly contested each of its essential pro- 
visions. They complained that the elimination of 
child labor, the company house and the company 
store were violative of state’s rights. They de 
nounced the administrative and collective bargaining 
provisions as a “political socialization of industry” 
and asserted that they “deprived the owners of the 
property of practically all the rights of management.” 
They professed to be appalled at the “audacity” 
of the price-control section, asserting that it under- 
took to régulate matters which “are not committed 
to the control of the Federal Government and which 
infringe upon the right of private contract.” They 
saw in the whole code a “transfer to political control 
of the basic functions of wages, prices and distribu- 
tion.” And yet they have signed it. 

In thus forcing a constitution on the nation’s most 
recalcitrant industry, the NRA has won its greatest 
victory. For the first time in a generation, there is 
a prospect that order may come out of chaos in the 
bituminous fields.

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RECOVERY ROAD PROGRAM IN MOTION. 
The Department of Public Works haa been slow in 
getting started, and its deliberateness has retarded 
the general advance of the recovery program, but 
it is swinging into action.

Plight of the Missouri Rural Church 


While superficial view is that the Ozarks have undergone a renaissance, Springfield 
minister finds little to grin about in “Land of a Million Smiles”; cites decline ot 
interest im religion, pitiful state of church buildings and discouraging position 
of ministers, who are so hampered by finances they “haven't time to be religious.” 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HE annual conference of the Methodist 

Episcopal Church, which convenes to- 

morrow at the Union Methodist Church 
of St. Louis, brings to the fore some very 
pressing problems confronting all religious 
sroups. One of these pressing problems is 
that of the rural church in the Ozarks. 

Several interdenominational gatherings 
have been held during the summer at Prés- 
byterian Hill, at Hollister, to discuss plans 
for a united facing of the problems of the 
rural church and for promoting unity among 
the churches through their pastors, who at- 
tend these gatherings. Some progress has 
been achieved, but hundreds of ministers 
absent themselves from these conferences 
because non-co-operation is a fixed policy 
with some denominations. 

One worthy achievement is the Ozark sur- 
vey which names the 76 brands of Chris- 
tians, including such, ludicrous names that 
one is tempted to say “O, religion! What 
follies are committed in thy name.” To 
convince the people of the really tragic sit- 
uation confronting rural] churches will be 
a splendid achievement. But, when the 
facts are truly presented, many persons 


think the situation exaggerated, and the 


writer frequently hears someone remark, “I 
have lived in the Ozarks all my life, but 
have never seen anything like that.” Such 
persons seldom leave the highways and like 
to talk about the “Land of a Million Smiles.” 
But a short inland trip would convince them 
that there is not much to grin about. . 


A superficial view has convinced many 
persons that in recent years the Ozarks has 
passed through a _ renaissance. Beautiful 
schools of brick or stone are seen in many 
localities. Aside from the regular courses, 
we find domestic art, manval training, voca- 
tional agriculture and commercial courses. 
Clinics are frequently held and a nursing 
service maintained by one or two counties 
is not uncommon. Nearly every high school 
has its gymnasium and physical director. 

Material improvements about many homes 
are in evidence. Occasionally one finds elec-. 
tric lights in the country home, together 
with bath, running water and furnaces. In 
the front yard, One sees a shining new car, 
and if he is a person with archeological 
proclivities, he may be able to dig up the 
remains of a more ancient type with half 
as many cylinders. 

In and about the farm, he no longer hears 
the shrill “woof” of the razorback hog that 
considered it no feat at all to drink out of 
a jug. The old long-horned bovine, known 
as “Old Brindle,” has been succeeded by the 
suave and gentle Jersey or Guernsey, who 
calmly eats her food that is as well. bal- 
anced as that of a well-cared-for baby. The 
chickens that once spent their winter nights 
in the trees and suffered recurring attacks 
of cold feet and rheumatism spend their 
winters in a climate as salubrious as that of 
Florida or California. 

The rosy picture is further enlivened by 
recalling the varied industries of poultry 
raising, dairying, orcharding, small fruit 
growing, truck gardening and other indus- 
tries that have produced such marked 
changes in external life. 

All these are merely phases in one 


grand 
scheme to make the Ozarks “the home of 


contented cows.” The most serious problem 
confronting the rural church today is not 
the automobile and good roads, nor even 


| 
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the over-churched community, but the posi- 
tive decline in interest in a sane and vital 
form of Christianity that not only stirs 
the emotions, but induces loyalty to the 
spirit and teachings of Jesus in all the reja- 
tions of life, whether sacred or secular. 

As one minister holding an administrative 
position recently said, “if some great change 
doés not suddenly occur, the pecker woods 
will soon eat up the country churches.” The 
writér knows of one church where the wood- 
peckers built a nest in the pulpit. Rarely 
does one see a church that has received a 
coat of paint in the last 10 years. Window 
panes are frequently out, the doors sag, and 
the sills at the entrance of the church are 
frequently in a state of decay, 

Periodically, in some churches, the old- 
time revival meeting is held when the min- 
ister specializes in hell-fire, deplores the idea 
of an educatéd ministry, ridicules factory- 
tnade preachers, and believes himself the 
one true prophet. His belief in inspiration 
is that sort which affects the vocal chords, 
but insults the intellect. Frequently, what 
happens on the inside of the church is not 
half as important as what happens at the 
back of the church. Recently, the writer 
spoke at a little country church of the usual 
type. While he was speaking, a bootlegger 
was peddling his wares at the back door.

There are well-trained ministers who, in 
time, could help to effect a spiritual renais- 
sance if given an opportunity. But too of- 
ten the small chtirch is hampered in its lo- 
cal work by a ponderous overhead organiza- 
tion that crushes the spirit of both minister 
and people, and proves itself a financial in- 
cubus. Many a pastor, when true to his 
own soul, is apt to make the confession 
made by one minister. He had just returned 
from one of the annual sessions of his 
church, where he listened to repeated calis 
for mon¢y.

All this means in the end that the pastor 
is inadequately supported.

OTHERS often are tempted 
with some reason to say that 
grandparents are unprincipled 
and irresponsible. They generally 
spoil] the children, see none of their 
faults, and, if possible, take the 
edge off every reproof and punish- 
ment administered. 

No doubt most of this is true, but 


‘|were it even more true, it would 


still be as it should be, and the 
grandparents would still be per- 
forming the natural and desirable 
function which has been handed 
down from the past. . 

The father and mother, feeling 
responsible for the child, are very 
apt to try to make him perfect.

My 
system is not infallible; I only be- 
lieve it to be less fallible than the 
others. If the game could be re- 
duced to a positive mathematical 
certainty, we would soon be bored 
with it, and abandon it to the 
mathematicians and _ statisicians. 
These gentlemen, incidentally, have 
worked out many marvelous point 
counts and playing trick tables to 
solve contract bidding—but they 
overlooked the Leeway Principle to 
solve—or solve to the extent of 95 
per cent—the problems of duplica- 
tion in powerful partnership hold- 
ings.
